TRANSFORMER RENTAL 


‘BY COMPANY BARRE 


Utilities Board Orders Geor- 
gia Power to Discontinue 
Charges After June 1. 


The Georgia Public Service Com- 


|| mission yesterday ordered the Georgia 


Power Company to stop all transform- 


er rentals to industrial consumers of 
power. 

The order of the commission also 
made it mandatory on the power com- 
pany to purchase all transformer 
equipment now owned by the industrial 
, customers within a period of five 
years. 

Chairman Jud P. Wilhoit said the 
order would mean a $73,000 a year 
loss in revenue to the power company 
for transformer rentals. 


The chairman said it would require 


an expenditure of approximately 
$500,000" for the purchase of the 
equipment now owned by consumers. 

The order read in part: 

“In the future, the utility should 
furnish at its own expense, standard 
substations for the reasonable require- 
ments of all primary industrial or 
wholesale customers, provided, how- 
ever, the utility is safeguarded by 
reasonable guarantees on the part of 
the customers against loss by suspen- 
sion of activities during the first 
five years of service to that particular 
customer. 

“When a customer requires special 
substation equipment, he should pro- 
vide this at his own expense and the 
utility should maintain it, exclusive, 
however, of the replacement of non- 
standard equipment or parts and no 
maintenance need be provided by the 
utility on equipment in excess of that 
usually required for the predominant 
load of the customer.” 

The order to the wer company 
directed that with billings based on 
meter readings on and after June 1, 


1936, the end of transformer rentals 
is effective.

GOODS AGREEMENT) 


Exports to Philippines Indi- 
cate ‘Gentlemen’s Agree- 


ment’ Complied With. 

WASHINGTON, May 28.—(?)— 
Nine-month figures of arrivals of Jap- 
anese cotton piece goods in the Phil- 
ippines, issued today by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, indicated com- 
pliance with the terms of the “gen- 
tlemen’s agreement” of last year. 

From last August 1, when the agree- 
ment, became effective, through April, 
arrivals from Japan and Hong Kong 
totaled 38,847,000 square meters, of 
which 5,229,000 meters were Hong 
Kong transshipments. 

The two-year agreement, designed 
to give the United States and Japan 
an equal share of the Philippine mar- 
ket, allotted the latter 45,000,000 
square meters annually, with a ten 
per cent adjustment margin. 

Under this margin, officials said, 
Japan might ship 49,500,000 meters 
up to next Angust 1, and remain 
within the agreement. The excess 
would be deducted from the second 
years quota. 

Arrivals from Japan in April to- 
taled 2,107,000 square meters com- 
pared with 2.581,000 in March, and 
from Hong Kong 1,613,000 meters 
compared with 1,445,000.

“It won't be hard, cooking just for 
two!” says the bride, optimistically. 


to hide a little smile at this remark, 


knowing that cooking a small amount 
of food presents its own problems. It 
takes as much time and care to plan 
and cook a meal for two as for a 
larger number. And one’s choice in 
the meat dish particularly seems to 
be limited. A roast may last too 
long. Yet one cannot always serve 
chops and steaks! 

It isn’t only the bride who faces 
this problem. There is the older wom- 
an whose family has grown up and 
left home and who finds herself, after 
years of preparing meals for a hun- 
gry group, again “cooking for two.” 
She must learn all over again, in 
many ways, and change her cookery 
habits of years. 

Many Helps. 

Fortunately, in this day of kitch- 
enettes, of small families and of busi- 
ness girls who cook not for two but 
some times just for one, there are a 
variety of ways of solving the prob- 
lem. There are many small cuts of 
meat to serve for two, without waste 
and without too much “leftover.” And 
there are many new and delicious 
ways to use these savory remnants 
of roast or steak. 

Ground meats may be purchased in 
any amount, however small, and they 
are economical as well as very good, 
for they are made from the less-de- 
manded cuts of meat. These cuts are 
well flavored but they contain con- 
nective tissue, which is broken up by 
grinding and the meat can, therefore, 
be quickly cooked. Broiled lamb pat- 
ties served with fried potatoes are a 
tempting dish. 

Lamb Patties With Fried Tomatoes. 
Have the ground lamb made into 
atties and wrapped with slice of 
acon.

Fillet Mignon With Bananas. 

This is another dish for the dinner 
for two. Have the fillet cut one-inch 
thick. Dip each fillet into melted 
butter and broil from 8 to 10 minutes. 
When broiled, place each fillet on a 
round of toast of the same size. Sprin- 
kle each fillet with finely-chopped 
parsley. Surround with horseradish 
sauce. Serve with fried bananas. 

Fried bananas: Select those with 
green tips. Cut in half crosswise. 
Roll pieces in flour and fry in deep 
hot fat until a golden brown. 

Fried Sausage and Pineapple. 

Prick little link sausages several 
times with a sharp-tined fork. Place 
them in a frying pan, over them pour 
a very little water, cover and let sim- 
mer until sausages are done. Then 
remove the cover and let the sau- 
sages brown on all sides. Dredge 
pineapple rings with flour which has 
been seasoned. Brown them in the 
sausage fat. Arrange links on a 
mound of cooked rice and place the 
pineapple rings in a border around the 
rice andsausage. 

Broiled Pork Tenderloin. 

Have a thick pork tenderloin split 
not quite through and flattened out. 
Spread with melted butter and sea- 
son with salt, pepper, and a bit of 
celery salt. Broil under a moderate 
flame for about. 20 minutes. Serve 
with tart apple sauce.

Kromer Resolution Would 
Create Committee to 
Study Question. 


WASHINGTON, May 28.—(UP)— 
Representative Charles Kramer, dem- 
ocrat, California, introduced a_reso- 


lution today, proposing that a joint 
senate-house committee investigate 
the “practicability” of the United 
States purchase of Lower California, 
— a state of the republic of Mex- 
co. 
Five members of each branch of 
congress would be empowered to con- 
duct hearings. They could ascertain 
the views of Mexican spokesmen, but 
any actual international negotiations 
would await the action of the Presi- 
dent and State Department. 
told 


_ Representative Kramer the 
United Press that his proposal for 
possible purchase of Lower California 
would carefully regard the wishes 
of Mexico, and if Mexico did not re- 
spond to the idea, that would-be the 
end of it. The bill intends no coercion 
of the neighboring republic, he point- 


ed out. 
Little Developed. 

Lower California, he said, has 
large mineral, lumber, and fisheries 
resources, and at present is very lit- 
tle developed. He believed that under 
United States control it would undergo 
important development, favorable to 
employment and housing, which would 
benefit Mexican population there, and 
attract many colonists from the thou- 
sands now occupied in southwestern 
United States. 

He pointed out that the lower Cdl- 
orado river is part of the boundary 
of Lower California, and said that the 
region should have been obtained by 
the United States long ago. 

No Action Now. 

State Department officials made 
clear the bill has not been sponsored 
in any way by the United States gov- 
ernment, and administration spokes- 
men at the capital indicated there was 
little prospect that the bill would be 
acted upon at the present session. 

Several years ago, capital observ- 
ers recalled, Senator Henry Ashurst, 
democrat,. Arizona, introduced a bill 
for the possible acquisition of Lower 


tive reaction in Mexico at that time 
the proposal made little progress. 


The idea of Tnited States acquis- 


ition of Lower California in whole 
or part has occasionaliy been advo- 
cated on national defense groundse be- 
cause of the strategical importance 
of some bays along its coastline. Ten 
years ago considerable excitement was 
caused by reports Japan sought to 
acquire naval rights on that coast, but 
the Japanese never consummated their 
plan. 

Representative Kramer’s proposal 
attracted special interest here because

troduced in congress for possible 

changes in American-flag territory. 
Canadian Union Sought. 

Representative Sirovich, democrat, 
New York, favors an _ investigation 
looking to possible union of Canadian 
provinces with the United States, and 
Senator Millard Tydings, . democrat, 
Maryland, has a bill for an independ- 
ence plebiscite in Puerto Rico. 

The capital also hears gossip regard- 
ing a possible proposal, of unidenti- 
fied sponsorship, to be submitted at 
the republican national convention, 
aiming at immediately independence 
for the Philippines, whose separation 
under present law awaits completion 
of a 10-year commonweaith period. 

Agitation over possible purchase of 
the Galapagos Islands from Ecuador 
also is heard among the political atlas- 
makers since the navy maneuvered fn 
that vicinity. 


200 Traffic Violators

than 200 traffic law violators, clock- 
ing them for a total of $1,672 in 
fines within the past two days, it 
was revealed last night. 

A total of 137 violators were tried 
Wednesday, enriching the city treas- 
ury by $937, and 70 cases were tried 
yesterday, which resulted in fines to- 
taling $735. 

Most of those tried were charged 
with ignoring stop signs and pass- 
ing signal lights. The complainants 
were principally motorcycle police- 
men. 

“This is no drive or campaign,” 
said Lieutenant W. M. (Buck) 
Weaver, commander of the motor- 
cycle squad. ‘“‘We’re merely making 
cases against motorists who violate 
traffic regulations. 

“Traffic signals are of no value 
whatever unless motorists obey 
them,” he added. “TI hope Atlanta 
motorists will learn that an amber 
light means get ready to go, and 
that a stop light means just that— 
stop.”

Its con- 
struction during the worst years of 
the depression, giving employment to 
thousands, not only in shipyards, but 
in allied industries, proved Engalnd's 
return to better times. Likewise, she 
ushers in a new era in sea trans- 
portation in practically every major 
phase.

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Tomatoes, with their rich, natural 
red color—the most appealing of all 
colors in food schemes—are considered 
almost indispensable the year round. 
Homemakers are rapidly lining up 
behind the lead set by tea rooms and 
cafeterias in utilization of tomatoes to 
“dress up” a mea) and at the same 
time get full food value. 

Tomatoes, in one form or another, 
are suitable food for any meal of the 
day. To the immense satisfaction of 
the housewise many tomato dishes may 
be prepared with exceedingly little 
labor. The following tomato recipes 
may be the answer to that always 
vexing problem, “What can I fix to- 
day that will be different?” 

Chicken and Tomato Salad. 


One and one-half cups cold cooked 
chicken, diced; 3-4 cup diced boiled 
potatoes, cold; 3-4 cup cold cooked 
peas, 3-4 teaspoon salt, 2 diced, skin- 
ned fresh tomatoes, 1 cup mayonnaise. 

Combine ingredients in order given, 
chill. Serve on crisp lettuce with ad- 
ditional mayonnaise and sliced hard- 
cooked egg. Serves six. 

Tomatoes Stuffed With Cabbage. 

Six. fresh tomatoes. 2.cups finely 
shreaded cabbage, 3 tablespoons vine- 
gar, 1-4 teaspoon salt, 1 finely chop- 
ped green pepper, 1-2 cup mayonnaise, 
dash of paprika, dash of pepper. 

Cut off thin slice from stem-end of 
each tomato and remove pulp. Salt in- 
side, invert, and chill 30 minutes. 
Crisp cabbage by allowing it to stand 
in ice water. Drain and dry. Add vine- 
gar and seasoning. 10 minutes before 
serving. Drain again. Toss lightly to- 
gether with green pepper, cubed pulp 
of tomatoes and mayonnaise. Pile 
lightly into tomato cups. Garnish with 
green pepper rings. Serve on crisp let- 
tuce. Serves six. 

Scallo Eggplant With Tomatoes. 

One large eggplant, 1 quart canned 
or chopped raw tomatoes, 4 table- 
spoons butter or other fat, 1 green 
pepper, chopped (may be omitted) ; 
1 small onion, 2 tablespoons salt, pep- 
per, 1 cup bread crumbs, 

Pare the eggplant and cut it into 
small, even pieces. Melt 2 tablespoons 
of the fat in a skillet, add the green 
pepper and onion, and cook for a few 
minutes. Add the tomatoes, eggplant, 
salt and pepper, cook for 10 minutes, 
and place the mixture in a shallow 
greased baking dish. Melt the remain- 
ing fat in a skillet, stir in the bread 
crumbs, and sprinkle the crumbs over 
the eggplant. Bake in a moderate oven 
for 15 minutes. or until the eggplant is 
tender and the crumbs are browned. 

Fried Green Tomatoes. 

The tomatoes may be just to the 
white stage before ripening or have 
partly turned red. Remove the hard 
portion at the stem end. Cut into 
slices 1-4 inch or a little Jess in thick- 
ness. Season with salt and pepper if 
desired. Roll each slice in flour or 
cornmeal and fry in enough hot fat to 
cover the bottom of a skillet. When 
brown on one side turn and let brown 
on the other. Lard, Tard substitute or 
meat “drippings’’ may be used as the 
fat. If the tomatoes are in the “turn- 
ing ripe” stage they will hold their 
shape latte during cooking if they are 
dipped in egg which has been beaten 
and diluted with water (2 tablespoons 
of water to 1 egg) before coating 
with the flour or meal. 

Catsup. 

Select red ripe tomatoes, wash, and 
cut into pieces, rejecting discolored 
portions. To each 10 pounds of pre- 
gared tomatoes, use as follows: 

Three medium sized onions, sliced; 
2 large sweet red peppers, sliced and 
seed removed, 1 cup vinegar, 3-4 cup 
sugar, 2 teaspoons ground paprika, 
3-4 teaspoon ground mustard, 3-4 tea- 
spoon celery seed, 3 teaspoons salt 
1-2 tablespoon whole allspice, 1-2 
tablespoon whole cloves, 3 pieces stick 
cinnamon, 2 inches long. 

Cook the tomatoes, onions, and pep- 
pers about 30 minutes, then press 
through a fine sieve. This pulp will 
be thin and watery, so cook again un- 
til somewhat thickened. Add the vine- 
gar.. sugar, paprika, mustard, celery 
seed, and salt. Tie ‘the spices in & 
cheesecloth bag, and cook the mix- 
ture, stirring frequently until the right 
consistency. Fill stetilized bottles with 
the catsup,. use new cork stoppers, and 
then dip the bottle tops into paraffin 
or sealing wax. Store in a dark, cool 
place. This quantity of tomatoes will 
yield from 1 to 2 quarts of catsup. 


Tomato Pie. ee 

Selected half ripe or “pink ripe” to- 
matoes. Peel the tomatoes, remove por- 
tion around stem .and cut into slices 
about 1-4 inch thick, and pour over 
them 2 tablespoons lemon juice. Line 
a pie tin with pie crust; fill the tin 
with the sliced tomatoes and dot 1 
tablespoon butter over them. Sprinkle 
over the top of the tomatoes a mixture 


of: 

One-half to 2-3 cup of sugar, 14 
cup of flour, 1 teaspoon cinnamoa, 
1-4 teaspoon nutmeg. Cover with the 
top pie crust and bake.

TREASURY REVEALS 
TAX BILL “LOOPHOLE” 
WASHINGTON, May 28.—(7)— 
The treasury today revealed a care- 
fully planned and officially approved 
method by which the small corporation 
may devote its earnings to company 
expansion and still escape the proposed 
high taxes on distributed profits. 
Such a loophole was written delib- 
erately into the house tax bill, a de- 
partment spokesman said, in anticipa- 
tion of a supreme court ruling, since 
handed down, holding that dividends 
of common stock to a preferred stock-. 
holder or a preferred stock to holders | 
of common constitute taxable income.

|Jurist Tells Bar Association 
Rich and Poor Alike

SAVANNAH, Ga., May 28.—(4)— 
Justice Samuel C. Atkinson, of the 
Georgia supreme court, said tonight 
the state’s courts deal with the rich 
and the poor alike. 

“No litigant, wherever located in 
this state, however poor or weak, is 
beneath the notice of the courts, nor 
is any litigant, however rich or pow- 
erful, above the notice of the courts. 
They deal with all justly without re- 
gard to conditions,” he told the Geor- 
gia Bar Association. 

Justice Atkinson and Judge Nash 
R. Broyles, chief judge of the Geor- 
gia court of appeals, spoke at tonight’s 
session of the bar association’s an- 
nual convention, which opened today. 

Judge Broyles described Thomas Er- 
skine’s famous attack on Lord Sand- 
wich in a London court in the early 
part of the last century, and of how 
the young Scotch lawyer's maiden 
speech at the bar won him immediate 
fame. 

The founding of Georgia’s judicial 
system was traced by Justice Atkin- 
son from i beginning at Savan- 
nah when a court of “juridicature” 
was created in 1732, to the present 
setup.

“After the World War the United 
States had vast amounts of surplus 
property of general utility and sold 
it in various ways at wholesale, in job 
lots and even at retail, in such mar- 
kets and to such customers as seemed 
proper. No attempt, however, was 
made to open a retail store to be run 
for years with a constantly replen- 
ished stock, paying no taxes or li- 
cense fees. The federal penitentiaries 
are full of human and economic val- 
ues going to waste and there is earnest 
effort to employ usefully the inmates.

These 
need not be left to die and rot, but 
may be sold and no doubt a railroad 
may be built to carry them to a mar- 
ket, but no one would doubt that con- 
gress could éstablish planing mills and 
chair factories in our cities under 
guise of selling timber.” 

Seller’s “Right to Choose.” 


He admitted that selling by pref- 
erence to those who pass all profits 
to consumers does discriminate against 
most power companies, but he said: 
_“Tt seems to be within the seller’s 
right to chose his customers.” 

Walter T. Colquitt, chief counsel 
for the power company, was in New 
York yesterday and the future action 
of that company would not be an- 
nounced until his return, but it was 
accepted that the power company will 
carry Judge Sibley’s ruling to the 
United States supreme court for a 
final ruling. 


The TVA has invaded Catoosa coun- 
ty in extreme northwest Georgia and 
has built lines and is planning to dis- 
tribute electric power to customers in 
this area. The TVA in this fight is 
trying to establish its right to spread 
over Georgia as a power distribution 
agency in competition to the Georgia 
Power Company without subjecting 
itself to taxes or to state regulations. 

TVA attorneys ha@ argued that as 
this electric power was being gen- 
erated at government-eonstructed 
dams along the Tennessee river, it 
would be a waste not to dispose of 
it to areas that were requesting elec- 
tric power service. 

Statement by Arkwright. 

The following statement was made 
by Preston S. Arkwright, president of 
the Georgia Power Company, follow- 
ing the judge’s decision: 

“It is unnecessary for me to say 
that losing the case is a disappoint- 
ment to us. I do not care at this 
time to discuss the general aspects 
of the case but I feel obligated to re- 
fer to one or two points that are of 
minor consequence in relation to the 
decision as a whole but which are of 
considerable consequence to us. In his 
decision Judge Sibley states that the 
Georgia Power Company is supplying 
electric service to a number of towns 
in northwest Georgia ‘but had de- 
clined before 1935 to put in rural lines 
there.” This was a contention made 
by the TVA’s attorneys and _ inad- 
vertently Judge Sibley included it in 
his decision as a statement of fact. 
“The company now has in opera- 
tion more than 400 miles of rural 
electric lines in northwest Georgia, 
and of this total 314 miles had been 
constructed prior to January, 1935. 
Some of this company’s very first 
rural lines were built in the north- 
west Georgia counties near the Ten- 
nessee line and quite a number of the 
existing lines are in those counties, 

“The decision also states that the 
TVA ‘contemplates’ the sale of elec- 
tricity to Dalton, Ga., when that city’s 
contract with this company expires. 
This does not mean that Dalton has 
agreed to take service from the TVA. 
All the information I have received 
from Dalton indicates that there is 
no intention on the part of the city 
to sever its relations with this com- 
pany which have continued over a 
long period of years on a pleasant and 
mutually satisfactory basis.’

The complete text of Judge Sib- 


ley’s decision in the Georgia Power 
Company-TVA case is as follows: 


The original bill removed from 
a state court seeks to enjoin Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority and Ca- 
toosa Farmers’ Co-operative Associ- 
ation’ as trespassers from putting 
wires for transmitting electricity 
above and across the wires of pe- 
titioner, to enjoin them and certain 
individuals from making false and 
fraudulent representations about the 
petitioner's business, and from at- 
tempting to organize a boycott of it. 
An amended bill seeks to enjoin the 
TVA from constructing any transmis- 
sion or distribution lines in Geor- 
gia, especially any over state proper- 
ties or highways to do a business in 
competition with petitioner, and to 
enjoin the other defendants from pur- 
chasing power from TVA; and for a‘ 
declaration that the attempted busi- 
ness in Georgia of TVA is illegal, as 
being beyond any authority conferred 
on it by congress and beyond the 
federal constitutional power. 


The general contention is that 
TVA has no source of power in or 
near Georgia, and intends to pur- 
chase power from Tennessee Electric 
Power Company afid distribute it in 
Georgia without the consent of the 
state and without submitting to the 
jurisdiction of the Georgia Public 
Service Commission or the payment 
of taxes, and that it is seeking un- 
lawfully to take away the customers 
of petitioner, euch activities being 
beyond the power given by congress 
and beyond the power of congress to 
give. 

TVA Alone Answered. 

The Tennessee Valley Authority 
alone has answered. Besides deny- 
ing most of the allegations concern- 
ing it, it asserts that it is ‘selling 
surplus power arising at Wilson 
dam, but expects in a few years to 
have more arising at other dams 
nearer to Georgia; that the northwest 
Georgia territory here in question was 
refused service by petitioner. Geor- 
gia Power Company, until TVA was 
approached by towns and farmers 
therein to sell them electric current 
and TVA agreed to furnish it, when 
activity of petitioner first began in 
the rural sections; that the line un- 
der construction is to be fed tempo- 
rarily by exchange of current with 
Tennessee Electric Power Company 
as already arranged for, but ultimate- 
ly by lines of TVA connecting direct- 
ly with its dams. The line is to be 
turned over to North Georgia Member- 
ship Corporation, a nonprofit co-op- 
erative association, so soon as the 
latter, already chartered, shall be or- 
ganized, under a long-time purchase 
contract. It admits that it claims 
not to be subject to taxation or rez- 
ulation by the state of Georgia, but 
denies that it has attempted or au- 
thorized any interference with peti- 
tioner’s contracts with customers or 
sought to organize any boycott 
against it or trespassed in any man- 
ner upon its property or rights. 


Findings of Fact. 


The evidence is in many points in- 
complete and unsatisfastory. The 
answer is not sworn to and operates 
only as pleading. The facts can be 
stated only tentatively and for pres-' 
ent purposes. Georgia Power Com- 
pany has a franchise to make and sell 
electric power throughout the state, 
has made a large investment and has 
given good service at low rates com- 
pared to many others. It has not 
an exclusive franchise, but there are 
other companies operating in parts 
of the state and all are subject to 
competition. Rates to consumers are 
fixed by the Georgia Public Service 
Commission and cannot be departed 
from except by leave of the commis- 
sion. The Georgia Power Company 
has been and is rendering service 
to a number of towns in the north- 
west part of the state, but had de- 
clined before 1935 to put in rural 
lines there. 


During 1935 individuals and towns 
in that territory sought to get elec- 
tric current from TVA, which con- 
sented to supply them. After this, 
the power company became active 
in extending its lines, and there has 
arisen an acute and even bitter ri- 
valry touching which source of power 
shall be used. It is probable that 
untrue statements have been made 
and ‘unfair efforte to upset rights- 
of-way and service contracts by per- 
sons on both sides, but the evidence 
does not establish authorization or 
knowing ratification by the power 
company or by TVA. 

First Right-of-Way. 

As to the crossing of the transmis- 
sion lines the Georgia Power Com- 
pany has a first-acquired right-of- 
way easement over the lands of one 
Russell and first erected its line. 
The easement is not expressed to 
be exclusive. Russell later gave a 
similar easement to TVA crossing 
the former. There is a contention 
that the crossing really takes place 
over an old roadway the title to 
which is in the United States, but 
the evidence is not clear that this is 
true. There will be no actual in- 
terference by one wire with the other 
if they are properly installed and 
maintained. 

The wires of TVA have been put 
across the Western & Atlantic rail- 
road, which belongs to the state of 
Georgia, and across certain highways 
owned in fee by the state without 
asking the state's consent but with- 
out objection being made. Rights- 
of-way have been obtained as to all 
privately owned land. The Tennes- 
see Valley Authority has‘surplus cur- 
rent at Wilson dam and an arrange- 
ment for delivering it to Tennessee 
Electric Power Company there in ex- 
change for like amounts of current 
less transmission losses at Ooltewah, 
Tenn., at which point the TVA trans- 
mission line in Georgia ends. There 
is no proper proof of TVA’s future 
intention as to other dams and trans- 
mission lines, but it is likely that 
they are as set forth in the answer. 


Purpose of Corporation. 


There is evidence that the North 
Georgia Membership Corporation has 
been chartered under Georgia laws 
to buy and operate the lines under 
construction by TVA _ and to dis- 
tribute to rural customers electric 
currents at rates and on conditions 
to be named by TVA. The contract 
contemplated is described as “a 
standard power contract,” which 
seems to mean one not only putting 
the fixing of consumers’ rates at the 
discretion of TVA but also the finan- 
cial management of the Membership 
Corporation. The rates hitherto 
fixed by TVA for resale to con- 
sumers have been materially lower 
than those fixed for the Georgia 
Power Company by the Georgia Pub- 
lic Service Commission. The TVA 
also contemplates furnishing current 
to the city of Dalton and other mu- 
nicipalities when their contracts with 
Georgia Power Company shall expire 
and when a modus vivendi between 
the two runs out a few months hence. 

onclusions of Law. 

The Georgia Power Company has 
a franchise to do the business in- 
volved in the territory in question, 
but it has no monopoly. It cannot 
object, for example, to competition 
by North Georgia Membership Cor- 
poration, also chartered by the state 
to do such a business. But its fran- 
chise exercised by it in the territory 
does give it a standing to question 
the right of TVA to operate there if 
TVA has no lawful right. Reserving 
for the pees the question of TVA’s 
right, I hold that no trespass is 


shown by the crossing of the Georgia 
Power Company’s right-of-way by 
the TVA wires. 

The landowner, Russell, in giving 
Georgia Power Company a right-of- 
way to string wires across his land 
could still use his land in any way 
that did not obstruct the easement 
he had granted. He could run tele- 
phone or other wires of his own over 
or under the power company’s wires 
in a safe and proper way without the 
consent of the latter. e could also 

rant to TVA the right to do so.

course the latter easement will have 
to yield to the older one.

Ques 3 
Whether the crossing of the rail- 
roa@ and highways, title to which 
is in the state of Georgia, be a 
trespass or not is a thing of no in- 
terest to Georgia Power Company. 
It cannot complain of that. Whether 
if TVA rather than North Georgia 
Membership Corporation and _ the 
several towns shall be found retail- 
ing power to individual consumers 
it will be subject to have its rates 
fixed by the Georgia commission, 
and whether if TVA wholesales pow- 
er to the Membership Corporation 
and the towns under contracts which 
undertake to fix the rates to con- 
sumers such rates will be governed 
by the contracts or by the action 
of the Georgia Public Service Com- 
mission, are questions that must 
wait until they take concrete form 
with all interested parties before the 
court.

The great question which now 
resses for decision is whether TVA 
s so clearly without statutory or 
constitutional authority to do what 
it is about to do in Georgia as that 
it should be halted in its tracks. 
There has been some argument that 
interstate transmission of electricity 
is interstate commerce but its local 
distribution is domestic commerce, 
but I think the matter immaterial. 
Federal Power Regulatory. 
The federal power over interstate 
commerce is to regulate it, not to 
engage in it. TVA gets no help 
from that source. Its activities in 
selling electric power as pointed out 
in Ashwander et al vs. Tennessee 
Valley Authority, rest on the con- 
stitutional right of the United States 
to dispose of their property. That 
decision settles that electric energy 
generated at Wilson dam and not 
reeded for governmental purposes 
may be sold under authority of con- 
gress, and that to effect sale trans- 
mission lines may be bought or built 
to a market for it, and this was 
held, although evidently the con- 
templated sale was not a transient 
or casual one but a continuous op- 
eration amounting to a business.

to upset its arrangements for the 
welfare of its citizens and its power 
producers. 
No Embarrassment Desired. 


- Despite the breadth of the con- 
stitutional provision for disposal of 
federal property and of the discre- 
tion of congress necessarily conse- 
quent, it is to be implied that con- 
gress will not needlessly embarrass 
or injure the functions of the state. 
I do not therefore think TVA could 
be authorized to do all that it is 
charged with intending to do. Nor 
do t think it has been so author- 
izéd. Section 10 of the Tennessee 
valley act as amended, 16 U. S. C. 
A., Section 831 (i) authorizes the 
sale of surplus power according to 
the policies therein set forth by con- 
tracts not exceeding 20 years, giving 
preference to states, counties, mu- 
nicipalities and co-operative organ- 
izations not organi or doing busi- 
ness for profit. A policy is ex- 
pressed of promoting the use of elec- 
Tricity on farms within a reason- 
Able distance of transmission lines, 
and of constructing transmission 
lines to farms and small villages not 
otherwise supplied with electricity at 
reasonable rates. 

Thus to encourage the development 
of a new market for electricity rather 
than to invade an old one seems to 
be most considerate of existing in- 
terests and not for detriment to the 
state.

I have 
gone into the schools, and have seen 
great numbers of bright-faced boys 
and girls of France, Germany, Eng- 
land, Belgium, Holland and other 
countries. 


The Palace of Peace. 


My travels have made mé think of 
what may happen to the good-hearted 
men and women, and the friendly 
boys and girls. Will they live in a 
world which keeps growing more 
wondrous and more beautiful, or will 
they be east into sorrow. by. wars 
which they do not want? 

After Hitler's soldiers were sent 
into the Rhineland, the French pre- 
mier prepared a message for Germany 
and other nations to read. His words 
seemed to show that he would like 
to have a “United States of Europe.” 

Can such a thing ever be brought 
about? Perhaps, but in order to do 
it there will need to be big changes. 

In Canada there are no tariff taxes 
on goods which pass from one prov- 
ince to another, and in the “U. S..A.” 
there are no tariffs on goods passing 
from one state to another. If a real 
“United States of Enrope” were 


tariffs and trade wars between the 
nations. 

That may be hard to bring about, 
but perhaps it will be helped along 
by the progress of invention. 

At present, airplanes which fly from 
country to country are watched at the 
landing fields, and are searched to 
make sure that they do not carry 
goods across the borders without pay- 
ing tariff taxes. What will happen 
when airplanes do not need landing 
fields? Already the autogiro can 
land just about straight down, and 
a new model of the autogiro can 
take off by a kind of “jump” into 
the air, 

When airplanes take off from roofs 
or roads, and land on them, the na- 
tions of Europe may not be able to 
force the*payment of tariffs. If mil- 
lions of such planes fly about, it will 
be almost impossible to keep track of 
them. That is likely to break down 
tariff walls in Europe. 

People in Europe speak English, 
German, French, Italian, Spanish, 
Russian and other languages. This 
tends to keep them from a true union. 
A world language, such as “Esperan- 
to.” would do a great deal for the 
“United States of Europe.” 

In Switzerland. each school pupil 
learns to speak French, German and 
Italian, and some learn English as 
well. If a world language were taught 
in every grade school, people in all 
parts of Europe would know what the 
others were talking about.

In the winter of 1876 the chief of 
police of Springfield, Ill, was told by 
a woman that she had overheard cer- 
tain criminals plot’ to open the tomb 
of Abraham Lincoln, steal his coffin, 
sink it in the Sangamon river and of- 
fer its return for $200,000 ransom. 
Additional guards were immediately 
placed around the mausoleum of the 
martyr-President and the. plot was 
thus frustrated for the time being. 

Eight months later Patrick D. Tyr- 
rell, of the United States Secret Serv- 
ice, learned of a similar plot from 
Lewis C. Swegles, then being used by 
the government detectives as a “‘stool- 
pigeon” or “roper.” The ransom, ac- 
cording to Swegles, was to be the 
same as before, $200,000. Certain St. 
Louis men, whose real names could 
not be determined, were said to be 
parties to the plot...

in the Lincoln tomb, where it might 
be found when the body was missed, 
and the other being held by Boyd. He 
was to let it be known that he could 
solve the mystery if given a pardon, 
and to prove his claims he was to pro- 
duce the missing half of the news- 
paper page, thus demonstrating to the 
authorities without doubt his connec- 
tion with the affair. 


Date of Crime Chosen. 


Continuous reports from Swegles in- 
dicated that he was in close confi- 
dence with the consiprators. Early in 
November he warned the secret servy- 
ice men that the night of Tuesday, 
November 7, 1876, had been chosen 
for the crime, this date being that of 
the Hayes-Tilden election. That par- 
ticular time was selected because it 
was believed that the excitement inci- 
dent to the receiving of election re- 
turns would gehield the ghouls from 
any possible attention. The Secret 
Service men planned to hide in the 
tomb and allow the ghouls to actual- 
ly steal the body before pouncing upon 
them, but the dead President’s son, 
Robert T. Lincoln, who had been 
taken into the confidence of the de- 
tectives, protested against their al- 
lowing the plot to proceed to the point 
where profane hands might actually 
be laid upon: his father's coffin. So 
it was agreed that the criminals 
should be caught in the tomb while 
endeavoring to open the grave. 


Leave Chicago. 


The detectives’ accomplice, Swegles, 
reported that he and two of the con- 
spirators would leave Chicago on the 
evening before election day, and Tyr- 
rell, the secret service operative, who 
had unearthed the case, saw his “stool- 
pigeon” with two determined-looking 
men jump aboard the Alton train, 
leaving Chicago at 9 p. m. With two 
detectives Tyrrell boarded the same ex- 
press and the six men at opposite ends 
of the train arrived at Springfield 
that night. 

Election day that year was dark 
amd gloomy, and by 6 o'clock the black- 
ness of night had fallen over. the 
cemetery. The sarcophagus. containing 
the body of the President lay in a 
catacomb at the north end of a monu- 
mental structure, at whose southern 
extremity, 175 feet distant, lay Me- 
morial hall.

CANAL RIDER OFFERED 
ON RELIEF MEASURE 


Robinson Introduces Amend- 
ment and Has It 
. Tabled. 


WASHINGTON, May 28. 
Senator Robinson, democrat,’ Arkan- 
gas, majority floor leader, moved to- 
day to make his resolution seeking to 
revive the Florida ship canal and 
Passamaquoddy tidal 
a part of the deficiency bill. 

Offering the resolution as an amend- 
ment, Robinson asked that it be placed 
on the table to await consideration. 

The resolution, which has approval 
of the senate commerce committee, 
would authorize new allotments for 
both enterprises provided investigating 
boards reported they were economically 
feasible. | 

Vote Uncertain. — 

There was no indication when a 
vote would be reached on the canal- 
Passamaquoddy issue as the senate 
moved slowly today through a long 
string of amandments placed in the 
bill by the appropriations committee. 

If the amendment is adopted it will 
go immediately to the house, prob- 
ably to be placed in the hands of a 
conference. Robinson’s action in con- 
verting the resolution into an amend- 
ment assured a definite decision on 
the long controversy over money for 
the two projects. 

Long debate on other provisions of 
the deficiency bill prevented a vote 
today on two committee amendments 
which advocates of the canal and 
Passamaquoddy said would endanger 
both projects. 

Would Limit Projects. 

One would prohibit the allotment 
of work relief money for any project 
which could not be completed with a 
single allocation. Work on the Maine 
and Florida undertakings would re- 
quire several years. 

The other, offered by Senator Rus- 
sell, of Georgia, and approved by the 
committee, would limit to one per cent 
the amount of relief money to be paid 
to any except residents of the state 
to which the funds were allocated. 

Senator Duncan U. Fletcher, Jack- 
sonville, Fla., democrat, planned an 
attack on the amendments, which 
which probably will be considered to- 
morrow. Fletcher has led the fight for 
more canal funds.

1. To conduct four institutes in the 
state. .

3. To increase the number of wom- 
en committeed against lynchings by 
1,500 and to increase the number of 
men by 500. 

4. To secure the indorsement of 
four additional state organizations. 

5. To give immediate publicity to 
causes behind every lynching. 

Dr. Arthur Raper, professor of so- 
ciology at Agnes Scott College, Atlan- 
ta, said that lynchings bear a rela- 
tion ot economic conditions, and de- 
clared that to “finally eliminate 
lynehings, we must get rid of tenant 
farming, rid of the socially and po- 
litically disinherited group we now 
have among us by making them feel 
they have some rights and some re- 
sponsibility.”

BID. 

From time immemorial one of the 
major ts of difference in the bid- 
ding of bridge hands has been on the 
subject.of preemptive bidding. Players 
who are in the most complete agree- 
ment on a system of bidding as a 
whole, split into two distinct schools 
where preemptive bids are concerned, 
the first maintaining that virtually all 
preemptive bids are unwise in that 
they shut out the partner more effec- 
tively than they do the opponents; 
the other school just as stoutly insist- 
ing that the bids, properly used, are 
of enormous value. 

Personally I slways have believed 

that preemptive bids, properly used, 
are valuable, but it cannot be denied 
that they have been more greatly mis- 
used by average players than any 
other class of bids. This is, in part, 
my reason for introducing into the 
Culbertson system a radically new 
type of opening three bid, which will 
be fully discu@sed in this column 
shortly.

South’s first hand preemptive bid 
was bad, inasmuch as his partner had 
not yet passed and he himself helk& 
more than three defensive honor 
tricks. It always has been an impor- 
tant tenet of the Culbertson system 
that preemptive bids, partner not yet 
having passed, should have an upper 
limit of two plus honor tricks. The 
reason for this rule is, of course, ob- 
vious: hands with three honor tricks 
and more, if opened preemptively, 
may well lose out on slam opportuni- 
ties, due to the difficulty of getting 
together with partner. That is just 
what happened on this hand. 

North, despite his two and one-half 
honor tricks was helpless over 
South’s four spade bid. There was ab- 
solutely no means by which he might 
tell whether his hand would be valu- 
able enough in connection with 
South’s to fulfill a 12 or 13-trick con- 
tract, and his pass to four spades was, 
therefore, quite correct. Of course, 
when the five-heart bid was passed 
around to him he had to take some 
action on his hand and, in my opin- 
ion, matle a good choice in bidding 
five spades. 

Obviously, however, a splendid op- 
portunity was lost, inasmuch as a 
grand slam in diamonds was a lay- 
down and, at the least, a small slam 
could have been reached had South 
opened the bidding properly with only 
one spade.

Beautiful legs taper gracefully from 
thigh to ankle, and to promote this 
symmetry of line, exercise should be 
of the type that will bring all these 
muscles into action. Start with the 
following simple exercise : 

Position: Standing, feet slightly 
apart,.one hand resting on furniture 
for balance. 

Movement: Rising on left toe, raise 
the right leg slowly backward as _ 
as possible, tensing all thigh and leg 
muscles. Hold. turn slowly to 
floor. Release muscles. Repeat with 
alternate legs, 10 to 50 times. 

Stretching exercises lengthen and 
smooth the leg muscles. Start your 
day with a stretch. Before you tum- 
ble out in* the morning, stretch — 
one side at a time—pulling downward 
and upward untik you feel the stretch 
all along the side of the body. Re 
lax. Now, stretch the other side. 

Here is a simple but effective leg 
and thigh exercise: Lying on the side 
with the ball of the foot resting 
against the footboard of the bed, al- 
ternately press and relax. Repeat 10 
times, then tense and relax the mus- 
cles of the other leg and foot. 

Natural sports such as 
swimming, running, dancing 
climbing afford excellent leg and thigh 
exercises. Walk, swinging legs from 
the hips, to get hip action—not knee 
action. Stride—don’t toddle! Do not 
try to walk for exercise in heels high- 
er than one and one-half inches. Flat 
heels give you better mileage. i 

It takes 15 times as many calories 
to climb stairs as it does to walk the 
same distance on the level, and both 
stair and hill climbing are excellent 
leg exercises. To develop good mus- 
cles in the calf of the leg, walk on 
the toes when going upstairs. 

The underweight girl must add cal- 
ories to her menu to offset the extra 
energy needed for leg development. The 
food intake should be gradually in- 
creased above energy requirements to 
allow for weight storage. 

With the overweight. the method is 
reversed. Calorie intake ig decreased 
below energy requirements so that the 
reducer draws on stored fat.

COTTON. 

WASHINGTON, May 29.—The 
only change in the cotton market 
situation toward the beginning of June 
was the slight tone of weakness fol- 
lowing reports of better growing con- 
ditions. 

Price changes were small in the 
spot markets, which average near 
11.60 cents, compared with near 12.40 
cents a year ago. Selling of loan 
cotton has made rapid progress. Cot- 
ton mills continue active. Exports 
increased. 

Tobacco is quoted at steady prices 
on the New York Exchange at 19c 
for bright and 14c for burley. Ex- 
ports to England show a 20 per cent 
gain for the first quarter of the year. 

STRAWBERRY. 

The eastern shore of Virginia ahd 
Maryland is still suffering from the 
most severe drouth in recent years. 
Quality and size of the strawberries 
have been affected by unfavorable 
weather and volume reduced to only 
slightly more than half of last year. 


Shipments of South Carolina pota- 
toes have become fairly heavy. Dry 
weather during the growing season 
injured the crop and prevented a good 
stand in many sections.

LONDON, May 28—(4)—The Unit- 
ed States naval ae forces are 100 per 
cent ahead of Great Britain, Admiral 
Sir Roger Keyes told the house of 
commons today. 

The reason, Sir Roger said, is be- 
cause the American navy has divorced 
itself from outside control in the de- 
velopment of its aviation. 

His assertion came during a frank, 
critical review of the British naval po- 
sition disclosing they intend to re- 
quest battleship construction as soon 
as the 1930 London naval treaty is 
dead and are seriously concerned over 
Japan’s cruiser strength . 

Lord Stanley, financial secretary of 
the admiralty, announced the British 
have no intention of invoking the “es- 
eape”’ clause of the naval treaty in 
respect to cruisers.

Thousands .Join in Demon-« 
stration Against Nippon 
Invasion. 


TIENTSIN, China; May 28.—(® 
Officers of Japan’s enlarged military 
garrison quickly demanded. tcaight 
that Chinese authorities stamp out a 
strike by thousands of students, who 
called upon China to “rise against 
the Japanese invasion.” 

Strained Sino-Japanese relations 
were further aggravated by the stu- 
dent demonstrations. 

Upon Japanese demands, (hincse 
police were sent to patrol the streets. 
Students had marched through tem 
spreading anti -Japanese pamphlets de- 
nouncing smuggling in North China 
and Japan’s recent heavy reinforce- 
ment of its Tientsin and Peiping gar- 
risons, 

(The Chinese government protested 
both these situations to Tokyo with- 
out avail.) 

Chinese reports accused the Japa- 
nese army command of threatening to 
use its troops to disperse the demon- 
strators and take over control of the 
city. The Japanese would not comment 
on these reports. 


These Chinese sources further al- 
leged that Japanese were known to 
have participated in supplying the stu- 
dents with anti-Japanese posters, 
“hoping thereby to precipitate an in- 
cident.’ 

The city was uneasy, viewing the 
situation as packed with explpsive 
elements. 

Ask Aid in Campaign. 

Students of 13 colleges and schools 
after calling the three-day strike, sent 
telegrams to fellow students through- 
out China calling upon them to “join 
us in the campaign of anti-Japanese 
resistance.” 

“Down with imperialism, down with 
smuggling, down with Japan,” said 
student slogans. They presented a pe- 
tition to municipal authorities asking 
them to prevent the landing of 2, 
additional Japanese troops due shortly. 

(A Shanghai dispatch said national 
government authorities moved silently 
but swiftly in an effort to localize 
the Tientsin anti-Japanese demonstra- 
tions. Similar past situations have 
created ticklish predicaments for the 
government. 

Shanghai Press Silent. 

(Shanghai Chinese newspapers 
printed nothing of the Tientsin dem- 
onstrations, which apparently meant 
Nanking authorities hope to prevent 
students in the Yangtse valley from 
joining the North China agitations. 

(But despite the government’s soft- 
pedal efforts the Chinese National 
Salvation Association, maintaining 
representatives in Shanghai from a 
majority of the country’s provinces, 
secretly convened. This organization's 
primary purpose is anti-Japanese ac- 
tivity.) 

A spokesman for the Japanese gar- 
rison in Tientsin said the student 
demonstrations were “but a little more 
than a deep-rooted communist-inspired 
apa- 
nese and ending. Japanese interests 
in North China.” 
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
